“The farmer, beguiled by the real 
estate man, is apt to think that the 
value of highways passable the year 
round ends with increasing the value 
of his property. 

“He does not realize that such a sys- 
tem would just about cut in half, or re- 
duce even two-thirds the cost of getting- 
his products to market. And that, con- 
trariwise, it would reduce the expense 
of getting manufactured products to the 
farm, make it more convenient for his 
children to reach echool, increase his 
facilities for church worship and socia- 
bility, bring him closer to his nelghbors, 
nearer to the more attractive phases of 
civilization. 

How Contests Will Educate. 

“Principally, The Constitution’s pro- 
jected speed and endurance contests will 
help because they will focus the atten- 
tion of Georgia on the practical side of 
road-bulilding. 

“People need demonstrations, 
need to be shown.

MUST SERVE SENTENCES 
IMPOSED BY RECORDER 
UNDER CITY PROHI LAW 


SHARP CONTEST 


Court of Appeals Renders Im- 
portant Decision in Ap- 
pealed Liquor Case 


CITY ORDINANCE UPHELD 
AND CAN BE ENFORUED 


Decision Rendered in Case of 
Spero Athens, Who Was 
Fined $500 and Given Thir- | 
ty Days’ Sentence—Several 
Other Similar Cases Are | 
Pending. 


It looks as if Spero Athens and some 
eighteen to twenty other white men 
who have been convicted in the record- 
er’s court of violating the city ordi- 
nance against keeping liquors in a 
public place for illegal purpose, will 
have to go to the city chaingang for 
a period of thirty days, besides paying 
their $500 fines, if they are able to 
do it. 

The state court of appeals yesterday 
upheld the city ordinance found in sec- 
ion 1537 of the city code, under which 
Recorder Broyles has been imposing 
the uniform sentence of $500 fine and 
thirty days, and it is evident that there 
is no escape for those who can be 
proven clearly guilty of violating this 
ordinance. 

The tourt of appeals holds that At- 
lanta has the right to enact and en- 
force such an ordinance, and that its 
violation is a distinct and separate of- 
fense from crimes against the state 
prohibition law, in the same manner 
that a man who carries a concealed 
weapon into a church, may be prose- 
cuted both for carrying a pistol into a 
church and for carrying concealed 
weapons, and sentenced for both of- 
fenses. 


What the Court Holds. 

This is the first of the cases appealed 
from the recorder’s court in which the 
maximum sentence was imposed, in 
which decision has been reached by the 
court of last resort. 

Spero Athens, who had a restaurant 
at 117 North Pryor street, was convict- 
ed in the recorder’s court under the city 
ordinance which prohibits the keeping of 
liquors in’a place of business or else- 
where for unlawful purposes, and was 
sentenced to pay a fine of $500 and serve 
thirty days in the city stockade. He was 
also held to answer the charge of vio- 
lating the state prohibition law. 

The state court of ‘appeals in af- 
firming the finding of the recorder’ s! 
court and in upholding the city or-} 


dinance under which the conviction! Jury, 


was had, says in its headnote: 

“A municipality may, under\its or- 
dinances, punish the offense of keep- 
ing intoxicating liquors on hand for 
the purpose of illegal sale; ,and it| 
makes no difference in a particular| 
case that the keeping of the lNquor; 
for this purpose was at a place of 
business. or other public place. The 
municipal offense is distinct and sepa- 
rate from the state crimes which may 
have been incidentally committed in 
connection with it.” 

There Is No Conflict 

In other words, the court finds that it 
makes no difference whether the same 
or a similar offense is covered by the |

The railroads contended ihat the cr- 
ders were violative of the federal 
ecorstitution on the ground that chev 
constituted, in effect, confiscation of 
Private property.

Why Was it Dropped?t 

This reclassification case was called 
to mind the other day in connection 
with the port rate hearings before the 
commission. 

It was also recalled that these cir- 
culars ordering reclassification and 
consequent reduction in local rates, 
were cited in the petitions for injunc- 
tion against the reduced passenger 
rates as reasons why the latter should 
not be enforced. It was urged that 
both would be too great a curtailment 
of railroad revenues. 

The reduced passenger rates, how- 
ever, were put into effect while Cir- 
cular 316 et al. continued to hang fire. 

The question was naturally asked 
why this litigation has not been 
pressed. 

It was bequeathed by the Terrell ad- 
ministration, under which the circulars 
Were issued, to the administration of 
Governor Smith, but for some reason 
Governor Smith and the present rail- 
road commission have not seen fit to 
press it. 

Couldn't Get the Evidence. 

Inquiry develops the statement in 
certain official quarters that this liti- 
gation was dropped, because the state 
feund it practically impossible to get 
the evidence it needed to make out a 
g00d case. 

After the railroads had put in prac- 
tically all the evidence before Auditor 
Bell, and the further hearing was ad- 
journed subject to agreement between 
the parties interested, the state began 
to look around for a time to see if it 
could locate an expert whom it could 
put on the stand. 

The finding of an expert to give tes- 
timony, in effect, against the railroads, 
appears to have been an impossible 
task. 

Then came the financial panic, and 
when the bottom dropped out of 
finances it also fell out of efforts to 
secure iower railroad rates. 

The panic is now a thing of the past 
by nearly a year and a haif, yet the 
state has made no move to revive this 


“litigation or to have it disposed of. 


According to one view of it taken 
@i the capitol, the state is practically 
without means of securing the evidence 
méeded to successfully combat the 
showing made by the railroads. 

Another view of it is that whether 
the state feels it can win or not, it 
should dispose of the litigation now 
more than three years old, because as 


jong as it stands on the court docket 


the effect of it will be to hamper and 
interfere with rate revision and reduc- 
tions which are sought in other direc- 
tions. 

The other side of the question is 
that these reclassification circulars at 
least constitute a good club to hold 
over the ratiroads when other things 
gre wanted. 

But the fact remains that while there 
has been a great deal of talk indulged 
in about excessive freight rates, and 
reductions that were going to be made, 


but have not, Circular 316 et al. pro- 


pesing to give lower rates to local sta- 
tions, are still on the court docket 
waiting to be adjudicated. 

And it also looks as if the state 
‘were in no particular hurry to proceed 
with the adjudication.

Mr. Scott seems also to 
think that a fireman has no pride in 
his work, that his only ambition is to 
be an engineer. He very iittle under- 
stands the feeling of the seventy thou- 
sand white men in the United States 
and Canada who, while they expect 
ultimately to be engineers, take pride 
in their work as firemen and follow 
this work for from four to six years 
before becoming engineers. It would 
be just as fair to say that a young 
lawyer, a young doctor, a young mer- 
chant or a young farmer took no pride 
in his work because he expected to 
rise. 

The truth is, Mr. Scott thinks that. 
industrially, the negro is just as good 
as the whilte man. He says this in s0 
many words. I quote from him: 

“T leave vou to judge whether or not 
the movement to stir up Industrial race 
strife for which I at least hold Mr. 
Ball, of Canada, to be chiefly responsi- 
ble, if successful, will net mean an end 
of industria] freedom for the negro, 
which has ever been the south’s proud 
and rightful boast in other pursuits.” 

Evidently. by “industrial freedom for 
the negro;” he means the negro equal- 
itv. as lye practices it on his road.

Alabama's railroad rate law, enacted by the legislature of that state, and 
which was the primary foundation of Hon. B. B. Comer’s successful campaign 
for governor, is at last a definite achievement. 

It has required some three years to bring it to the point of certainty 
through the varied gamut of politics, legislation and the courts, but fhe 
action of the United States supreme court in refusing to entertain the appeal 
from the circuit court of appeals, which reversed the primary court and 


upheld the law, removes the last shred of doubt as to its ultimate establish- | 


ment and enforcement. 
Governor Comer’s campaign, which has culminated in this substantial! 


attainment in behalf of the people of Alabama, began about the same time 


with campaigns in other southern states, in which advantage was taken of 
the opportunity presented by an aroused public sentiment to ride into office 
upon the more or less artificially fomented popular wrath. 

The difference between these campaigns—that of Governor Comer and 
those of others coming within that classification—was one of ultimate 
purpose. 

Governor Comer aimed at certain definite and specific achievement for 
the people of his state; others, at office. It was anything for votes—only 
the office in sight. They forgot there was a hereafter. 

When Governor Comer entered office his object had not been attained; 
for others, at that goal, the heart's desire was well and abundantly satisfied.

manded when he went before the people. 

The Alabama legislature, following the election and in accordance with

Whatever there was of political ambition of the personal sort in Gov- 
ernor Comer’s campaign was not satisfied by mere election to office. 

He went there under promise to the people, and he went there determined 
to fulfill that promise. 

The news dispatches, bringing announcement of the final decision of the 
nation’s highest court, tell how well he has done it. 

Thus is obligation met and, in one state, at least, the people have real- 
ized upon political promise. 

In the meantime,.in some of the states, the litigation that had been 
brought on before “reform,” to force rate reduction, was quietly put to 
sleep under the soporific touch of an overdose of reform, and it still lan- 
guishes in the archives of the courts. The “octopus” has, in the meantime, 
swallowed so many of the reform bodyguard, that the head muck-a-mucks 
have not had time to bother about court proceedings. In Georgia, for in- 
stance, they have been too busy explaining how it is that the octopus got

Nebogatoff Also Given Free- 
dom by the Czar of 
Russia.

Admiral Nebogatoff 
from confinement 


18.—Lieutenant | 
Stoessel and Rear 
have been released 
in the fortress of St. 
Peter and St. Paul by order of Emperor 
Nicholas. The health of both men has 
been affected by their confinement. 

General Stoessel was found gullty by 
court-martial of surrendering the fort- 
ress of Port Arthur to the Japanese and 
was serving a sentence of ten years. 
Nebogatoff was sentenced for the same 
length of time for surrendering to the 
enemy at the battle of the Sea of Japan. 
Stoesse] began his sentence March 20, 
1908, while Nebogatoff took up his 
quarters in the fortress April 15, 1907. 

Rear Admiral Gregorieff and Lieuten- 
ant Smyrnoff, subordinate officers under 
Nebogatoff in the Russo-Japanese war, 
were pardoned and released from the 
fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul a 
month ago. 

The officers had been gentenced to 
death for having eurrendered their 
commands, but in view of the extenuat- 
ing circumstances their sentences were 
commuted to ten years imprisonment, 
Which they began serving in 1907.

NFAR BEER RULES 


~ GIVEN BY COURT 


Court of Appeals Defines 


Municipal Powers. 


The Court Also Defines ‘‘Near 
Beer” Judicially, and Tells 
What Municipalities May Do 
Under Certain Circumstances 


in Matter of Regulation. 


In the headnotes to a decision in two 
cases considered together, the state 
court of appeals yesterday laid down 
some rules with regard to the regula- 
tion of the sale of near beer which will 
of interest to practically every 
community fh the state. 

In its opinion the court presents for 
thefirst time a judicig] defination of 
near beer, as follows: 

‘Near Beer’ is a term now of gen- 
eral currency in this state and perhaps 
elsewhere, used to designate any and 
all of that class of malt liquors which 
contain so little alcoho] that they will 
not produce intoxication, even though 
drunk to excess It includes all malt 
liquors which are not within the pur- 
view of the general prohibition law.” 

Hereafter everyone interested should 
have no difficulty in determining just 
what near beer {Is. 

One of the cases decided in this com- 
posite opinion is that of Campbell vs. 
the City of Thomasville. Campbell is 
a confederat veteran who was con- 
victed of “1lolating the ordiance of 
the city of Thomasville regulating the 
sale of near beer. The court of appeals 
confirms the decision of the lower court 
in this case because it holds the ordi- 
nance is within the city’s charter 
rignts, and must be obeyed even by a 
confederate veteran wno is exempted 
from the city license. 

Jones, of Waycross, also a 
federate veterah. He violated the 
Waycross ordinance regulating the 
Sale of near beer, under similar condi- 
tions as those described in the Thomas- 
ville case, and was convicted and sent- 
enced. But the court of appeals re- 
versed the lower court in this case be- 
cause it holds that the Waycross ordi- 
nance exceeds the charter powers of 
that city and ig therefore invalid. 

The moral] that when a city pro- 
ceeds to adopt a near beer ordihance, 
it must consult its charter and 
within its terms.

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EXPERT MAKES REPORT 


ON CITY’S BOOK-KEEPING 


Sub-Committee of Charter Revision Committee Claims 
That Report Shows That All of Its Charges 


Have Been Fully Established. 


The subcommittee of the charter re- 
vision committee on a commission 
form of government submitted yester- 
day & report from Alonzo Richardson, 
expert accountant, on the city’s system 
of keeping books and accounts, and 
this was accompanied by a statement 
by Joel Hunter, president of the state 
board of accountants. 

Mr. Richardson’s report is very full 
and complete. He sums up his report 
with the statement that the city’s 
books are merely a lot of cash ac- 
counts and cash books and the records 
are far from complete. 

The examination of the city’s books 
by an expert accountant was the re- 
sult of a charge made by the com- 
mittee of which Charles T. Hopkins 
is chairman, that the city lost annual- 
ly $500,000 because of a lack of sys- 
tem in the keeping of books and ac- 
counts. This was denied by city offi- 
cials. 

The report of the committee with 
the report of Mr. Richardson follow in 
full: 

Report of Committee. 


“To the Public: In March last the 


.undersigned, in part, were appointed to 


prepare a charter on the commission 
or business form of government, to be 
reported to the general charter re- 
vision committee for action. In pur- 
suance of. the duties thus imposed, the 
subcommittee spent several weeks in a 
careful study of the principles under- 
lying that form of government, and a 
definite conclusion was at last reached 
and unanimously adopted. 

“In this investigation considerable 
attention was devoted to the present 
svstem of city bookkeeping, and of 
the manner in which the city’s busi- 
ness was administered. 

“As a result, the committee felt it 
proper to make a report explanatory 
of the charter drafted by it, and in 
dealing with that charter,. emphasized 
the necessity of business books and 
business. principles as distinguished 
from the present books and lack of 
business methods. 

“The eriticism of the committee in 
reference to the system of bookkeep- 


. charges, 


ing arose from a situation which per- 
mitted no denial, and great was our 
surprise when a denial was entered. | 
Although the committee had dis-| 
charged its functions to the general! 
charter committee, yet, having in its! 
report made these charges, the in-) 
dividual members felt it was due not) 
oniv to themselves, but to the general! 
revision committee and the city ati 
large to make good those accusations. | 
Accepting the obligation thus imposed | 
by a denial of the criticisms made, an) 
expert accountant was employed, at} 
the personal expense of the commit-! 
tee. Pending the examination by this; 
accountant, the comptroller of the elty; 
has, in interviews published in Satur-) 
dav’s and Sunday's Journals, substan-| 
tially admitted the correctness of the 
criticisms with reference to the sys- 
tem of books. The justice of our com- 
ments *has been, therefore, qt last con-) 
ceded upon the eve of the auditor's re- 
port. 

“This report is submitted herewith a6 
a part of this communication, and will! 
doubtless prove of interest. 

Charges Made. 


“Tt was charged in the original report 
that no merchandise or stock account 
was kept; the books did not disclose 
all of the accounts and bills receivable. 
nor all of the accounts and bills pay- 
able. nor a detailed expense account, 
nor a profit or loss account, and, from 
t books, it could not be ascertained 
whether the city was being conducted | 
at a profit or at a loss. 

“Ry an inspection of the report, it| 
will be seen that these charges are 
verified in hac verba by Mr. 
son. 

“We also furnish to the press copy 
of an official communica#ion .from. the, 
State Board of Public Accountants, 
through its president, Mr. Joel Hunter. 
While neither Mr. Hunter nor the state 
board have specifically examined At- 
lanta’s system of bookkKeeping, yet 
thev are able, as experts, to accurately 
point out the defects of this system 
merely upon being informed of the 
plan upon which the system is Kept, 
and this expert opinion will be found 
by the public to fully accord with the 
actual examination made by Mr. Alon- 
zo Richardson. 

“We desire to make a brief summary 
of the situation: The present system 
of bookkeeping was adopted many years 
ago. It was orginally inefficient, and 
has long been entirely out of date. It |

suggestions for the improvement of the 


administration of the city’s affairs are 
likewise~ now conceded to have been 
timely and well made. We asserted it 
was contrary to business principles to 
permit a @uperintendent in any depart- 
ment ‘to keep the time’of his men, make 
out the pay roll and at the same time 
pay off and himself receipt that pay 
roll. The city council, accuiescing in 
this, has now pending before it a re- 
solution to employ an official pay- 
master—an office which is provided for 
by the form of commission charter re- 
ported by us to the committtee of 
forty-nine. 

“Having established the criticisms 
made, we believe our individual obliga- 
tions to have been fully discharged, and 
we, with pleasure, regard the controversy 
as being closed. 


Investigation Needed. 


“But in doing this, we feel it further 
encumbent, as private citizens, to call 
your attention to the charges made in 
reference to the wasteful administration 
of the city’s business. We did not charge 
graft or dishonesty to any man or de- 
partment, but merely that business atf- 
fairs were administered under political 
methods, and, as a result of this ineffi- 
ciency, incompetency and extravagance, 
there followed a general waste which 
would not be for one moment permitted 
by @ private corporation. This waste ar- 
gregates, in our opinion, a huge sum 
each year. Under a business form of 
charter, with business principles, admin- 
istered by business men we believe start- 
ling changes would result—changes so 
great as to be regarded as impossible by 
those who have made no careful exam- 
ination of the subject. The Instances of 
the evil effects of loose, conflicting and 
non-business methods have poured in up- 
on us from all quarters since this con- 
troversy arose, and are of such a nature 
as to imperatively require a change. To 
let the work which has been done cease 
at this point would be a mistake. We 
belleve that a taxpayers’ movement lookK- 
ing to a business investigation of the 
methods now in yogue, with the aid of 
the press, would disclose a curious con- 
dition of affairs, which cannot be too 
speedily remedied. We, therefore, lay 
down our burden with the profound hope 
that the taxpayers of this city start an 
organized movement which shall have 
for its purpose an examination of pres- 
ent administrative methods that wili lay 
bare the very bone. If this is done, it 
will result in the adoption of a purely 
business system, administered by busi- 
ness men in conformity with business 
laws. 

“In dealing with this matter, we 
have constantly encountered two grave 
errors of general prevalence which 
should probably be mentioned. 

Office Belongs to Public. 

“One is that the politiclan when elect- 
ed to public office immediately forgets 
that the office is public, and comes to 
regard it as being his individual pri- 


; vate office, and to vigorously resent as 


pure impertinence upon the part of tne 


, public any investigation of its affairs, or 


suggestions in reference to its manage- 
ment. It is imperative for the lesson 
be taught that a public office be- 
longs to the public, and the encumbent, 
as an agent, is accountable to the public, 
as his principal, for his administration. 

“The second is the erroneous attitude 
which the ordinary taxpayer occupies 
toward his taxes. These are generally 
treated as constituting so much money 
extorted by a superior force. Only that 
which cannot be avoided is paid, and that 
paid is s0 much money taken from the 
pocket by public highwaymen. 

“It occurs to us the sounder view is to 
treat taxes as an investment whicn 
should be looked after as such, accom- 
panied with an urgent and constant de- 
mand that this private investment shall 
repay the taxpayer not less than one 
hundred cents on the dollar. The or- 
dinary investor looks after his invest- 
ments. If they are profitable, he con- 
Rratulates himself. If they are unprof- 
itable, he immediately begins an Inves- 
tigation to see why they are unprofitable, 
and to correct the causes which make 
them so. Why should a different at- 
titude be adopted towards money ex- 
pended for taxes? With the adoption 
of a business charter, the employment of 
efficient business agents, with the erad- 
ication of political mismanagement and 
waSte, and with a constant scrutiny up- 
on the part of the taxpayer with refer- 
ence to his tax investment, we wouid 
have but little need for either bonds or 
an increased tax rate.

Report ef Accountant. 


The following is the 
pert Accountant Alonzo Richardson: 

“We called for the Seneral ledger 
and it was promptly produced for us. 
We found it to be a well-bound book, 
beautifully ruled with the requisite 
debt and credit éolumns, and marked 
on the back in gilt letters ‘General 
Ledger—Ci{ty of Atlanta—Comptroller’s 
Office.’ Thus far it resembled very 
closely the general ledger described 
above, but in no other respect did the 
book produced resemble in the slight- 
est degree a properly kept ledger. 
Scattered through the book Its @ lot of 
memoranda of balances shown tn tne 
annual reports of the comptroller. 

“These memoranda are dignified by 
the name of accounts, one page being 
headed ‘Thomas J. Peeples, Treas- 
urer, one for the ‘Lowry National 
Bank, one for the ‘Fourth National 
Bank,’ one fo® the ‘American National 
Bank,’ one for ‘E. T. Payne, Tax Col- 
lector,’ and one for ‘Marshal's Execu- 
tions,” and for ‘Marshal's Deeds,’ and 
for the various items making up the 
assets and liabilities of the city as 
shown in the annual reports of the 
comptroller. There is not what would 
be called a ‘posting’ in the entire book, 
and not a single entry that we could 
discover that can be traced back to 
any book of original entry. Take for 
instance the first account in the book, 
‘Thomas J. Peeples, Treasurer.’ On 
December 31, 1905, this account shows 
a balance of $146,460.13 in the hands 
of the treasurer; not one entry is made 
on the account either for amounts paid 
to the treasurer or disbursed by him 
until December 31, 1906, when a line 
is drawn under the amount given 
above and the balance entered is $201,- 
895.77. During the entire year of 1907 
nothing whatever appears on this ac- 
count until December 31, when a line is 
drawn under the above ammunt and 
the balance entered is $152,807.48. A 
line is drawn under this amount and 
on December 31 the balance shown is 
$120,913.48. These are nothing more 
or less than the balances shown in the 
annual reports of the comptroller. The 
amounts are entered arbitrarily from 
the’ reports made up, with nothing on 
the ledger to show how these balances 
are reached or how balances chenge 
from year to year. 


A Few lLllustrations. 

“The same thing is true of practical- 
ly every other account on the book. 
Take for instance the account headed 
‘Marshal's Deeds.” On December 31, 
1905, this item was entered as an as- 
set to the amount of $20,283.42 on. the 
debit side of the ledger. There are no 
cyedits to the account during the year 
1406, but on December 31, 1906, a line 
is drawn under the amount and the 
balance entered at $5,215.74. How 
this asset was reduced from more 
than twenty thousand dollars’ to 
$5,215.74 is not disclosed by the ledger. 
Ow December 21, 1907, the balance on 
this aycount is entered at $3,600.55. No 
entries appear between December 31, 
1907, and December 31, 1908,

The accounts representing real estate 
and other assets of the city are run 
pretty much the same way. Take for 
instance the account for “waterworks. 
This appears on the ledger at an even 
$4,000,000 on December 31. 1905; 
cember 31, 1906, and December 31, 
1907, while on December 31, 1908, the 
balance changed to $4,008,000. The 
amounts spent since December 31. 1905.

“sanitary department.” 
ment of the city’s assets and Habilities 
as at January 1, 1909, appearing on 
pages 41 and 42 of the 
report, you will find under head of 
assets the following: “Sanitary de- 
partment, 100 acres and buildings, 
$100,000; other property $33,678. 
Whether shese figures were taken from 
the general ledger in the comptroller’s 
office, or whether the report was first 
made up and then the figures entered 
on the ledger account, we were unable 
to determine, but the land used by the 
sanitary department appears on the 
ledger at the same figure, $100,000, on 
December 31, 1906, 1907 and 1908, re- 
spectively. On the same dates “other 
property, which on inquiry we were 
informed included live stock, $33,678. 
In the cursory examination we made 
of the books we did not notice that 
any additional real estate had been 
purchased for this department during 
the last three years, but the inventorv 
of “other property,” including live 
stock and implements, appears on the 
books on December 31, 1906, at $33,678. 
Quite a considerable amount was spent 
in that department for live stock and 
other equipment during the vear 1907, 
but On December 31, 1907, this prop- 
erty fs inventoried at exactly the same 
figure. During the year 1908 we no- 
ticed among other disbursements in 
this department that $2,124 was paid 
for a flushing machine, and _ that 
$6.788.50 was paid for additional mules, 
this being the amount actually paid 
out after allowances by the dealers 
for mules given in part exchange. Not- 
withstanding there was at least 
$8,862.50 spent in this department for 
additional equipment, there is absolute- 
ly no change in the account, neither a 
debit Or a credit to it during the en- 
tire year, and on December 31, 1998. 
the property in hand is valued at exe. 
actly the same figure, $33,678. 
Where Is the Return? 


Granting that the inventory as at De- 
cember 31, 1908, was carefully taken, a 
matter that we are not in position to 
controvert, the question arises what did 
the city get in return for this eight 
thousand and odd dollars, which, ac- 
cording to vouchers on file in the 
comptroller’s office, was spent for addl- 
tional live stock and equipment? 

On this point, the “general ledger,” 
the book which should show, sheds no 
lignt.

We venture to say there is 
business house in the country or even a

tive business who ever succeeded for 
four consecutive years in keeping the, 
Value of personal property at exacily 
the same figure. 

“Other property,” at Grady hospital, is 
entered for three consecutive wears at 
$15,000, at the Carnegie library for four 
years at $66,000. 

The general ledger also contains ac- 
counts for “bridges and underpasses,” 
“permanent street paving,” ‘sewers, 
“sidewalks and curbing’ and other as- 
sets of a similar nature. There is no 
pretense at showing amounts expended 
On these various jtems from year fo 
year. The only entries appearing are 
the ‘“‘halances” shown from year to 
vear in the comptroller’s reports, and 
how these figures were reached we were 
unable to determine. ° 

What we have said of ledger debits 
representing assets applies as well to 
the credit accounts representing liabili- 
ties. We do not wish to weary you 
with so much detail and will mention 
only one account which fairly illustrates 
the whole. 

[Ledger account: 

“Due sinking fund commission.”’ Bal- 
ance shown to credit of this account 
on December 3!, 1907, was $120,371.88. 
No debits appear on account during vear 
but on December 31!, a line Is 
drawn under above figures and balance 
entered as $106.89. The ledger account 
gives no information as to how this 
balance was reduced to last fignre. 

It will be seen from the above that no 
adequate record is kept of the city’s 
assets or Habilities. 


Only One of the Function. 


the proper recording of assets 
liabilities is only one of the func- 
of the general ledger. It should 
contain a clear and concise account 
of revenue and expenses. These are 
not even hinted at anywhere in the 
book. 

It is an utter impossfbility to get 
from the ledger the slightest idea as 
to the city’s revenue or expenses, and, 
of course, impossible to determing the 
net gain or loss fn anv year. 

There is no real estate account show- 
ing property acquired by the city. with 
date of purchase and price paid: no 
account of other property, such as live 
stock, tools, equipment and supplies; 
no ledger record of accounts and bills 
receivable showing when and how such 
accrued, or the,names or amounts; no 
such record of accounts and bills pay- 
able, and, as stated above, no record of 
revenue or expense. 

The ledger entries are all made arbi- 
trarily and in totals with no reference 
to original records, and would notadmit 
of an audit. 

The system is lacking tn that no ade- 
quate check is furnished the comp- 
troller against waste or miSmanage- 
ment in anv department, and while we 
did not audit the accounts, it was ap- 
parent that many opportunities ex. 
isted for waste without detection by 
the comptroller. 

In short, the accounting system 
use is nothing more than a reco of 
cash receipts and cash dgsbursements, 
the books constituting merely a series 
of cash books. We would hardly know 
what to compare it to but would ask 
that you itmagine, if you can,-a large 
manufacturing business, or better still, 
a mammoth department store, doing 
business of two and one-half million 
dollars per year. trying to keep its ac- 
counts by use only of a cash book for 
each department. That is exactly what 
rig city of Atlanta is undertaking to 

oO.

The later months were rela- 
tively easy, owing to the appearance 
of further precipitation in the south- 
west and shortly after the opening 
the whole list developed a reactionary 
tendency under realizing by old longs 
and selling for a turn by local pro- 
fessionals with the, new crop soon 
showing a net loss of about 7@8 points.

WAITING ATTITUDE 
OF STOCK MARKET 


Market Was Dull and Bare of 
Features—Some gth 


in Specialties. 


New York, May |8.—The stock mar- 
ket today was almost bare of feature 
or incident. Its action was inconclusive, 
aS an indication of financial opfhion er 
speculative sentiment. The waiting atti- 
tude was persisted in and doubt of the 


steps tuo take in the pursuit of the spec- 
ulation was unresolved. The profession- 
al element was greatly divided in views, 
but this division, instead of promoting 
opposing operations, had the effect of 
discouraging activity altogether. The 
conviction was very general that large 
speculative commitments had been clos- 
ed out of the market by sales to take 
profits. This conviction left the profes- 
sional traders undecided as to the sig- 
nificance of the fact. One party argued 
that the desire to get away for summer 
trips to Europe, and enjoy the profits 
accrued, furnished the motives for tne 
recent selling, and not any well-ground- 
ed distrust of the stability of the mar- 
ket. The game party pointed to the ef- 
fect of the absorption of these profit- 
taking sales as proof of the underlying 
Strength of the situation. This party 
in the speculation professed an expecta- 
tion of an early resumption of the ad- 
vance. It was not unusual, however, 
for advice to buy stocks on this view 
of the situation to be coupled with the 
addition, ‘‘on any considerable recession 
in prices."’ On the other side of the ar- 
gument was advanced the vulnerability 
of a market in which an extensive speo- 
ulation for a rise had been carried to a 
conclusion. With prices at a high lev- 
el, the powerful and organized support 
of the campaign would be lacking and 
stocks would be found in the hands, 6f 
weaker holders. This view of the situ- 
ation regarded the speculative fabric ag 
undermined and hollow and liable to @ 
collapse. There was no show of active 
initiattve in the dealings in agreement 
with either yiew. Prices drifted feebly 
and changed their current frequently. 
Some of the obscure stocks which have 
been supported by pools lately were al- 
lowed to run off weakly. Some other 
specialties showed signs of being sus- 
tained. Strength of Chesapeake and 
Ohio was one of the few features of the 
market. This was accounted for by the 
talk of the intention to extend its con- 
nections and join it with other smalier 
roads already under common ownership 
to organize a new and important trunk 
line railroad system. The failure of @ 
stock exchange house, which became 
known over night, appeared to be ignor- 
ed, probably owing to the small accounts 
outstanding at the stock exchange. The 
closing up of these accounts was fol- 
lowed by the late rise, however. Further 
engagements of gold for export to South 
America gave color to the estimates of 
large additions to the movement. The 
outgoing tide of travel to Europe figures 
in the international exchange market et- 
fectively at this season owing to the 
large sums in money or credit carried 
by travelers. Discounts were reported 
easier in London and Paris. The re- 
sumption of the publication of weekly 
bulletins by the weather bureau received 
some attention in view of the high im- 
portance attached to crop chances at 
this time. Weather news was regarded 
as promising for crop prospects and the 
renewed strength manifested in the 
wheat market was attributed to specu- 
lative conditions there rather than crop 
news. Reports of restoration of wages 
which have been recently cut by some of 
the independent steel companies mads 
a good impression and strengthened the 
belief in the progress of improvement 
in that trade. The belated rise in Unit- 
ed States Steel gave the market tne 
only semblance of animation it enjoyea 
at any time during the day and had the
